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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-5, and 7 drawn to methods for propagation of ginseng, camphor 
ginseng and wild ginseng by tissue culture, classified in class 435, 
subclass 410.

In 
the instant case the different inventions have different functions in that Invention I is 
directed to the propagation of ginseng, camphor ginseng and wild ginseng where 
Invention II is directed to methods of improving the saponin content of ginseng, 
camphor ginseng, and wild ginseng.
